Dr. Offutt stated that this 
recognition, which became ef­ 
fective July 28, was granted be­ 
cause the Rush County group 
has complied with the require­ 
ments of the Indiana Advisory 
Comprehensive Planning Coun­ 
cil. 
In a letter to Dr. Lowell W. 
Hindi man of Glen wood, presi­ 
dent of the group, Dr. Offutt ex­ 
tended to him and all 40 mem­ 
bers of the council his “sincer­ 
es! congratulations on your fine 
work in preparing the applica­ 
tion for recognition.” 
Recognition by the state coun­ 
cil came following many re­ 
alignments by the local group 
since its organizational involve­ 
ment began in 1967.

Local Radio Station Goes On Air Tomorrow 


W’RCR, radio Rushville, will 
go on the air tomorrow morn­ 
ing at 9 a.m. with a special 
“sign on” program. The radio 
station will broadcast from it’s 
new facilities on the east side 
of 
the 
Rushville 
courthouse 
square. Station general manager 
Ed Roehliing estimates the cost 
of the all new facilities, build­ 
ing and radio equipment, at 
over $100,000. 
The studio features a ’ news 


room, broadcast studio, produc­ 
tion studio, record library, gen­ 
eral offices, and garage for the 
mobile unit. 
Roehling 
stated 
that the broadcast equipment to 
be used is as good as any in 
the area (including Indianapo­ 
lis) and is the most modern 
available. 
WRCR 
will be a 
stereo FM station which will 
broadcast in living stereo. Those 
having monaural FM radios will 
be able to receive programs 


with the same quality as other 
FM station that are not stereo, 
it was pointed out. A mobile unit 
will allow broadcasts live from 
out-of-studio locations and from 
news scenes. 
The Broadcast range of WRCR 
will be around 4# miles, and in­

City 
Utilities 
Heads 
Jack 
Payne and Ray Suttle met head- 
on 
with 
an 
economy-minded 
council 
at the City 
Council 
meeting last night, with the 
board refusing to OK a transfer 
of funds that the Utility Board 
claims to need to cover operat­ 
ing expenses. 
Jack Payne, chairman of the 
Utility 
Board, 
expressed 
his 
feelings on the conditions of the 
water and the utilities’ need for 
more money to change the val­ 
ves and other items necessary 
to have clean, drinkable water 
in Rushville. Payne gave a brief 
history of the water works in 
Rushville from the year 1890 to 
present date, saying that pre­ 
sently he felt that the city water 
company had done more to aid 
the cleaning and maintenance 
of the water system than had 
been done in the past. 
Payne pointed out that when 
the system was installed, little 
regard for the growth of Rush­ 
ville or the maintenance of the 
water system had been consid­ 
ered... 
Mr. Suttle then told of what 
he and his men had done to. 
clean up the utilities in the city, 
claiming that a chemical agent 
could be utilized to help elimin­ 
ate the residue in the pipes at 
an approximate cost of $1000 
for equipment and approximate­ 
ly $325 a month for chemicals 
for six months to aid In the 
cleaning 
process. 
Suttle 
and 
Payne stated that in order to 
maintain a schedule of repair 
that they now' have in effect 
would cost more than they now 
have in their operating fund. 
They asked for a transfer, in 
the form of a resolution, that 
an amount of $5.704.03, excess 
to date in the Bond & Interest 
Fund be given to them to use 
as they seo fit to insure that 
proper 
changeover 
procedure 
will be continued. 
Mayor Gibson interjected at 
this point, saying that he appre­ 
ciated the fact that the Utility 
Board had progressed so well 
in the last three years and that 
he felt that they had done as ex­ 


cellent job, but he was getting 
tired of being the scapegoat 
for the citizens of Rushville to 
answer for rusty water situa­ 
tion and that if he had any­ 
thing to say about it the con­ 
dition would clear up. 
The Mayor, along with the 
rest of the council members pre­ 
sent, felt that the Utility Plant 
was overstaffed and advised the 
board members that the com­ 
pany was sliding backwards. 
Mayor Gibson pointed out that 
this is no way to run a business. 
The Mayor, along with others 
stated that the Utility Board 
spent around $135 thousand a 
year for operating expenses and 
that they could cut down in 
expense by laying off some of 
the personnel. 
This led to a heated debate 
by 
members 
of 
the 
utility 
board and the council members, 
Mr. Payne conceding that the 
company was sliding backward 
financially, and Mr. Suttle ar­ 
guing that the money in the 
Bond Interest Fund was tech­ 
nically the profit saved by the 
company and should be put to 
use by the company to better 
the system. He again referred to 
the improper maintenance of the 
system in the past, saying that 
without the money there would 
have to be a rate increase to 
meet the coming bills. The

council as a whole felt that the 
utility still would have to show 
that they are trying to econo­ 
mize, giving them 30 days to 
prove that they will cut down 
overhead in some maimer and 
then come before the board 
again to show what they have 
done. The council tabled the 
issue at that point, with Mayor 
Gibson stating that they would 
not get any of the $2 million 
for aid, implying that the utility 
board would have to fend for 
themselves. 
Richard H. Nelson, spokes­ 
man for Henry B. Steeg 8c As­ 
sociates, asked the council to 
appropriate $15,000 more over 
the $38,000 already budgeted by 
the city for the completion of 
the master plan for the sewage 
plant. The renovation of the sys­ 
tem was first put in to effect 
Dec. 23, 1965, with the com­ 
pletion date to be Jan. 1972. 
The master plan has to be sub­ 
mitted to the Stream Pollution 
Control Board by Sept. 15 of 
this year in order for the city 
of Rushville to be eligable for 
a federal grant to reimburse the 
city for the cost of the sewage 
system. 
Mr. Nelson stated that upon 
completion of the system the 
city dog pound would have to 
be demolished and moved to a 
new location. He 'pointed out 
that it would be cheaper to tear 
the building down than it would 
be to revise the master plan for 
the construction of the plant 
at the city dump. The council 
went along with the proposal, 
with the $15,000 to be appropri­ 
ated from the $100,000 that they 
still have from interest of the 
two million. The Mayor remind­ 
ed the council of the upcoming 
cost of the proposed land fill 
and that the $100,000 they are 
talking about is already spoken 
for. 
Jack Payne, spokesman for 
the Board of Works, read a 
letter concerning the Commun­ 
ity Barn on East Second Street 
for the State Sanitation Depart­ 
ment. The letter claimed that 
they have been dumping feed 
and waste from the barn direct­ 
ly into a storm sewer which is 
a violation of the sanitation law. 
City Attorney David Malson 
was instructed by the council to 
notifiy the owners of the barn 
to discontinue this method of 
dumping or the city will close 
the business at a later date. 
The requirements for the posi­ 
tion of city judge were discuss­ 
ed with the board adopting a 
policy that the 
requirements 
for the judge should be that 
he is a five-year resident of the 
city of Rushville and a proper­ 
ty owner. The council felt that 
they should set guidelines for 
this office to insure the public 
that the person holding this of­ 
fice shall be of a reputable na­ 
ture.

moved into an area where 100 
new homes were planned, and 
the builder has declared the 
site a sanctuary. 
Dick Bonds, president of the 
company 
developing 
Sterling 
Park, said Tuesday that as long 
as the eagles remain, their nest 
will not be disturbed by build­ 
ers. 
The eagle nest was sighted 
by architects for the project 
and Bonds’ decision was imme­ 
diate: The eagles stay. 
“I don’t see how there could 
have been any other decision,” 
he said. 
Bonds said the nest has two 
full-sized adults and one fledgl­ 
ing. He’s not sure how old the 
birds are but says they have a 
life span of 25-35 years. 
The birds mate for life and 
although they migrate north in 
the summer, they always re­ 
turn to the same nest if it’s not 
disturbed, he said. 
“I saw them from a distance, 
it was late in the afternoon. 
The sun was setting and they 
were wheeling around a lake. 
They were beautiful, just beau­ 
tiful,” Bonds said. 
The local Audubon Society 
told Bonds that studies indicate 
the eagles need a radius of 660 


nest if they are to remain. 
He 
subsequently designated 
32 acres of choice woodland 
surrounding the nest as a sanc­ 
tuary. 
One hundred homes had been 
planned for the site which, he 
said, when developed would be 
worth an estimated $620,000. 
Bonds said plans for the 1,- 
100-acre development north of 
here were not altered to build 
the homes elsewhere. 
“We will have just that many 
fewer houses,” he said. 
To ensure the tranquility of 
the nest, Bonds had the archi­ 
tects, all members of the Audu­ 
bon Society, put a moat around 
the site and then changed the 
line of a golf course fairway to 
run next to the moat. 
The 
sanctuary 
land 
costs 
Bonds approximately $2,000 a 
year in taxes. As the surround 
ing land is developed he said he 
expects the taxes may double, 
“but we’ll certainly try to keep 
the taxes down.” 
“It was a tough decision to 
make in that there is a lot of 
money tied up in it,” Bonds 
said. “I don’t mean to sound 
too altruistic; we feel we’ll be 
able to use the land some day, 
but as long as they’re there, 
they’ll have a home."

The 20th Century Cleaners is 
helping in the cause of ecology 
with the installation of what they 
call a perchlorethylene Vapor 
Absorber. 
These vapors ordinarily are 
exhausted into the atmosphere 
through vents in the recovery 
tumblers and various other 
machinery in the cleaning pro­ 
cess. A fan pushes the air from 
the washer and tumblers, plus 
pick-up on the floor of the clean­ 
ing room, through a thick bed 
of granular activated carbon 
which absorbs all .the perc. va­ 
por from it. 
The absorption is virtually 
perfect, 100 per cent,.. Air en­ 
tering the absorber from a re­ 
covery tumbler may contain 
more than 100,000 parts per mil­ 
lion and the air leaving the 
absorber has less than ten 
PPM. 
At the end of each day at a 
steam pressure 10-15 pounds is 
pushed through the carbon bed 
and then through a condenser 
and water-separator. The result­ 
ing reclaimed Perc. is like new 
and is again used in the dry- 
cleaning process. In other words 
the noxious fumes are re cycled 
and used over. This is 20th Cen­ 
tury’s contribution to cleaning 
up the air we breath, they re­ 
port.

SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(A.P) — Apollo 15’s astronauts 
neared the end of six days of 
moon exploration today and 
prepared to* fire out of lunar or­ 
bit for the trip home and man’s 
fart her est-out space walk. 
Before they leave, they’ll add 
another dimension to one of his­ 
tory’s greatest scientific ex­ 
peditions.

New Regulation On Fat Pills 
Sure To Cause Commotion 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 2, 
1971 — Persons who are present­ 
ly taking amphetamine products 
for weight reducing may be in 
for a surprise when they at­ 
tempt to fefill their prescrip­ 
tions. 
In a joint statement August 2 
by the Indiana State Medical 
Association and the Indiana 
Pharmaceutical 
Association, 
these individuals are advised 
that effective August 6, 1971, al­ 
most all amphetamine products 
will be moved into a separate 
schedule of drugs through new 
regulations of the United States 
Bureau of Narcotics and Dan­ 
gerous Drugs. 
On this date all pharmacists 
will not be able to verify refills 
of amphetamine or accept a 
physician’s prescription by tele­ 
phone. All such prescriptions 
will have to be in writing and 
signed by the physician. 
Both organizations point out 
that the information is being re­ 
leased in the public interest so 
that many individuals now being 
treated with amphetamines by 
their physicians will understand 
the reasons for such actions. 
The statement says, “These

The Pioneer Engineers Club, Inc., will 
have their 23rd reunion at the Conserva­ 
tion Club, August 6, 7, and 8, this Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday. 
This ‘is an event that attracts big 
crowds every year. It is not a carnival, 
but an event that has threshing ma­ 
chines, steam engines, and tractors, in 
operation that date back to a period in 
history that represents the beginning of 
the mechanical age for the farmer. 
In the Indianapolis Star, Mrs. R. F. D. 
describes the threshing of wheat by one 
of the old time steam engines as watch­ 
ing the “owner-operator tend them lov­ 
ingly as priests serving ancient gods!" If 
you attend the reunion this weekend, you 
will probably have the same thought. 
According to Lawrence Porter, R. R. 6, 
who is vice president of the Pioneer En­ 
gineers Club, about 15 or 20 steam en­ 
gines will come for the event from a 
radius of 75 miles. Some will be brought 
in from Ohio. A small admission charge 
is made which helps pay the transporta­ 
tion cost for the engines. 
The first reunion of owners of thresh­ 
ing machines and steam engines was 
held in Rushville at the old fairgrounds 
in 1948, and it has been a yearly event 
since that time. In 1954, 1955, and 1956, 
the event was held on the Lawrence 
Porter farm, but each year since then, it 
has taken place at the Conservation 
Club. There is a lot of work connected 
with the event, but nine directors and a 
president, Ray Jones of Sunman, Indi­ 
ana, work hard to make it a success. The 
club is incorporated as a non-profit or­ 
ganization with by-laws and rules. It is 
designed to bring up to date 50 years of 
progress in farm machinery. 
Mr. Porter will display a threshing ma­ 
chine that dates back 50 years, a steam 
engine that is 50 years old, a tractor 
made in 1926, a tractor made in 1914, a 
fodder shredder made in 1926, and a 
water tank to haul water for the steam 
engine. His equipment will join that 
brought in by 15 or 20 others who cherish 
and keep in good running condition this 
old time equipment. 
The threshing machines will give 
demonstrations. An old time saw mill 
will be operated. Mr. Porter said that 
large fans will show how air resistance 
in the machines gives force to their pull. 
All threshing machines operate on this 
principle. This demonstration shows how 
power is added to the steam engines. 
This year the club has compiled a book 
on the history of the club, which will be 
on sale for $1. The book shows pictures 
of different types of equipment that has 
been demonstrated in years past, the 
names of owners, and a brief description 
of the use of the equipment, the date of 
manufacture, etc. 
When the reunion was first held, only 
steam engines were shown, but during 
the years tractors have become more and 
more prominent. The change from steam 
to gasoline and diesel fuel took place 
about the time of World War I. This dis­ 
play follows improvements that have 
teen made and give youngsters the op­ 
portunity to follow progress. 
Those who remember “way back when" 
get very nostalgic when they see the 
steam engines puffing out coal smoke, 
chugging along with Hat roof and whis­ 
tle. Many farmers in our county belong­ 
ed to a threshing ring as late as the 
1940’s. It was a time of hard work, but a 
fun time when farmers banded together 
to help each other and the wives vied in 
serving the crew delicious and plentiful 
meals.

Loud praying was annoying both to God 
and man. It is better to slip into the 
closet and pray alone where no man 
hears. Even in public prayers, the ear of 
God is our objective, and not the ear of 
man. We are to major in simple, earnest 
praying. 
But learning to pray is a process that 
we must all undergo. We learn by doing. 
It delighted the heart of Christ to teach 
his weak followers the lessons in com­ 
muning with their heavenly Father. He 
still delights in training us to pray.

By BILL NEIKIRK 
Associated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Near­ 
ly 200 million 1971 Kennedy half 
dollars are gathering dust in 
g o v e r n m e n t coffers, going 
largely unused for reasons the

'“I can’t understand the popu­ 
lation,” said Mary T. Brooks, 
director of the U.S. Mint, shak­ 
ing her head, “They’re not us­ 
ing them.” 
The situation has reached the 
point Federal Reserve banks 
are calling commercial banks 
to spark demand, figuring if 
the public knows there are 
plenty of new half dollars, 
bearing the likeness of former 
President John F. Kennedy, de­ 
mand will pick up. 
“There are vending machines 
by the thousands sitting in 
warehouses,” Mrs. Brooks said 
in an interview. “The owners 
are dying to use them if the 
banks would use the half dol­ 
lars.” 
But commercial banks say 
they are not ordering the coins

“I can’t understand it,” she 
said. “The half dollar weighs 
exactly the same as two quar­ 
ters and there would be less 
rattling in the pocket. They’re 
much less trouble.” 
The 1964-69 Kennedy halves, 
which were part silver, never 
were in general circulation be­ 
cause the public stashed them 
away as collectors* items even 
though more than one billion 
were minted, she said. 
Congress last year gave the 
Treasury authority to mint an 
unlimited number of the new 
copper-nickel coins. But there 
was a full year, 1970, in which 
the public became unaccus­ 
tomed to seeing the half dollar, 
“If the country knew there 
were plenty of them around, 
they’d probably start hoarding 
them, too,” Mrs. Brooks said. 
But neither the part-silver 
nor the nickel-copper coin is 
worth much for collecting, she 
said, because of the large num­ 
ber minted and because the 
value of the silver in the older 
coins is. less than the face val­ 
ue.Mrs. Brooks said more than

Nixon his narrowest legislative 
victory by approving $250 mil­

Nixon said the action is “in 
the best interests of the Ameri­ 
can people.” 
The Senate passed the legis­ 
lation Monday 49 to 48. The 
House passed it last Friday 192 
to 189. 
The President, who sought 
the loan guarantees in the first 
place, ¿aid in 
a 
statement: 
“This action will save tens of 
thousands of jobs that would 
otherwise 
have 
been 
elimi­ 
nated,” and will help the na­ 
tion’s economy.” 
The measure provides federal 
backing for a loan which will 
come entirely from private in­ 
stitutions, and which Lockheed 
says it needs to stay solvent. 
The 49th vote was cast by 
Sen. Marlow Cook, R-Ky., in a 
moment of studied drama.

nominee, left the floor shortly 
before the roll was called.

INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP 
— 
Roman Catholic Bishop Henry 
A. Pinger hasn’t been able to 
communicate with anyone in his 
diocese since 1958. Once he was 
the spiritual leader for 30,000 
Catholics in Chowtsung Diocese 
on mainland China. 
In 1956, after five years in a 
Red Chinese prison cell, Bishop 
Pinger was expelled from the 
mainland. 
He became chaplain for the 
Little Sisters of the Poor here 
in 1958 on a temporary basis un­ 
til he could return to his people. 
“I haven’t been able to com­ 
municate with anyone in my 
diocese in 13 years,” he said, 
“and I have to wonder if there 
are even any Catholics left 
there.” 
“But if I could go back, I 
would. It is still my diocese.” 
The mainland 
government 
outlawed the Catholic Church in 
,1949. 
Two years after he was or­ 
dained a Franciscan priest in

He says he was beaten, not 
allowed to talk to anyone and 
given only one book in the five 
years.

But he hopes “some good 
comes out of President Nixon’s 
upcoming trip to China.”

By MARK BROWN, 
Associated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON (A P) — Only 
a month old. the U.S. Poste» 
Service is getting into the kind 
of financial trouble that con­ 
vinced Congress to replace the 
old

Office 
D epartm ent 
with

Postal officials 
now 
expect 
costs to run some $430 million 
above available funds this year, 
and are looking either to m ai­ 
lers, taxpayers or perhaps to 
both to make up the difference. 
Contributing

$1-bill ion-plus, 
two-year 
con­ 
tract signed with postal unions 
last month and a sm eller-than - 
expected

handle. But figuring they have 
put in all the cost-saving re ­

In an effort to cut short h ear­ 
ings on the perm anent rate pro­ 
posal, which have dragged on 
since May 17. the Postal Serv­ 
ice last week 
promised 
mail 
users a m oratorium on further 
rate 
increases 
until 
July 
1, 
1972, if they would accept the 
rate package as proposed. 
The Postal Service’s financial 
boss 
Senior 
Assistant 
Post­ 
m aster General Jam es W. H ar­ 
grove, 
told 
the 
m ailers 
the 
service would seek the full $430 
million 
from 
taxpayers 
if 
a 
deal could be made. 
The m ailers are scheduled to 
give 
H argrove 
their 
answer 
Thursday, but neither the Post­ 
al Service nor the m ailers is 
optim istic that a bargain can 
be struck. 
According to Hargrove, this 
leaves the Postal Service with 
three 
options: 
going to Con­ 
gress for the full $430 million, 
raising rates to take in an addi­ 
tional $430 million, or a com ­ 
bination of both.

last 
two 
years 
of 
high 
school and the first two years 
of college. 


On 
February 
21), 
1971, 
the 
Board of Trustees of the college 
took action to return the school 
to its original status as a co­ 
educational institution. At the 
sam e tim e the board elim inated 
the high school program except 
for twelfth grade English. This 
allows the college to adm it ad­ 
vanced high school students who 
have earned a total of fifteen 
credits during their first three 
years of high school. When they 
com plete this basic requirem ent 
and have to their credit sixteen 
high school units, the college will 
aw ard them a high school deplo- 
m a. This is a unique opportun­ 
ity, one found in very few col­ 
leges in the country. It has the 
advantage of perm itting advanc­

to

year. 
About one fifth of G reenbrier’s 
resident students fall into thii 
category.

Pollution Is 
Also Bad In 
Alpine Country

GENEVA (A P) — For years 
fisherm en along the River A are 
talked about “ Moby Dick.” a 
big trout which always eluded 
them. 
Last 
week 
they 
found 
him 
dead, his 22 pounds lost in one 
of the worst wildlife disasters 
in Swiss history. Thousands of 
other 
fish, 
totaling 
at 
least 
eight tons, w ere dead too. 
Pollution 
from 
some 
lethal 
substance was blam ed. 
It added a new chapter to 
thickening files on w ater pollu­ 


tion in this Alpine country. 
The tourist’i 
»mage of Swit­ 
zerland* 
crystal-clear 
stream s 
and lakes brilliantly blue. 


Reality often produces a brut­ 
al contrast in this land of six 
million w here m ore than one- 
third of all waste w aters under­ 
go no purification. 


Some experts have estim ated 
that treatm ent will involve an 
outlay of more than $1 billion in 
10-20 years. Skeptics doubt this 
will be enough to get a clean 
bill of health for Sw itzerland’s 
waters. 
Lake Geneva, ringed by both 
Swiss and French territory, is 
the biggest Alpine lake. Accord­ 
ing to the French environm ent 
m inister, Robert Poujade, it is 
also the one m ost seriously ill. 
Although construction of puri­ 
fication plants has been pushed, 


it is estim ated that every year 
some 90 million tons of waste 
w aters are still fed directly into 
the lake. Analysis of coliform 
or colon bacillus showed, an in­ 
crease by up to 30 tim es in 
some sections of the lake in 
1968-69. 


T ransparency has decreased 
as a growing phosphate con­ 
tent, 
largely 
stem m ing 
from 
household and industrial clean­ 
sers, spurs an explosion of al­ 
gae, a prim e cause of concern 
at all Swiss lakes. 


The 
resulting 
oxygen 
defi­ 
ciency affects fish. Some of the 
perch offered as a speciality by 
lakeside restaurants are ship­ 
ped from, other lakes far away. 
Bathing is prohibited at sev­ 
eral stretches. At others, the 
unappetizing look of the w aters 
d iscou ra ges 
swim m ers.

AP Newsfeatures 
Q.—There is one closet in our 
home that seems especially 
susceptible to mildew and mus­ 
ty odors. It puzzles us because 
we have central air condi­ 
tioning and were told that this 
would prevent mildew. Can you 
tell us what is causing this? 
A.—Since the condition does 
not exist in other closets, it ap­ 
pears likely that this particular ¡ 
closet does not have as much 
air circulation as the others. If 
it is feasible, keep the door to 
that closet open all the time or, 
at least, as much as possible. If 
this is not practical, find some 
means of permitting air to cir­ 
culate freely in and out of the 
closet. This can be done by in­ 
stalling a louvered door or by 
installing some midget louvers 
in the regular door. It is also 
necessary that there be suf­ 
ficient clearance under the 
door. About two inches would 
be right. Sometimes this clear­ 
ance is completely blocked by a 
carpet that runs under the 
door. Another possible solution 
is to install an electric light in 
the closet, which will help to 
dry it out. Some specialty 
houses carry electric heating 
rods or air dryers for this spe­ 
cific purpose. But these steps 
need not be taken unless the 
condition persists after you 
have provided means for air to 
enter the closet, 


Q —I was once told that 
white vinegar is good for clean­ 
ing suede shoes. Is this true? 
A...—It once was a popular 
cleaner and entailed nothing 
more than rubbing the suede 
with a sponge moistened in the 
vinegar, then brushing with a 
special suede brush. But these 
days there are regular suede 
cleaners on the market that 
probably do a better job. 


Q.—I read somewhere that 
ceilings 
should 
be 
painted 
across the width rather than 
the length. Since I intend to 
paint two ceilings soon, I would 


like to know the reason for this 
and whether I should do it. 
A.—By doing the width first, 
there is less danger of creating » 
overlapping brush or roller 
m a r k s . However, modern 
paints, especially the latex 
types, have almost eliminated 
this problem, especially if you 
follow' the principle of starting 
your strokes in a dry area and 
brushing or rolling into the part 
already done. But just to make 
sure, why not follow the old 
method? 
Q.—About a year ago, one of 
your articles told about paint­ 
ing a ceiling while standing on 
the floor and using a roller with 
a long-handled extension. I 
tried it recently. It worked fine, 
except for one thing I would 
like to warn your readers 
about. I got a stiff neck from 
looking up at the ceiling so 
much. 
A.—Sorry. But without trying 
to find the article, I’m reason­ 
ably certain I mentioned that 
the trick of painting a ceiling 
from the floor is to keep the 
roller out well ahead of you. If 
you try to paint the area 
directly over your head, you 
not only will have to keep your 
head in an awkward position 
but you risk dripping paint 
down the extension handle.

Crime Declines 
In Indianapolis 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Indi­ 
anapolis Police Chief Winston 
Churchill Tuesday said “rapid 
response time to crime scenes” 
could be 'the reason for a 4 per 
cent reduction in major crimes 
in the city during the first six 
months of this year. 
Churchill credited his depart­ 
ment’s two-year-old policy of 
letting his men use police cars 
as private cars when they are 
off duty. 
'“It is a proven, fact that there 
is a direct correlation between 
response time and apprehension 
in criminal offense,” he said. 
In the seven crime categories 
reported to the FBI, the total 
offenses dropped, from. 2,977 in 
the first six months of 1970 to 
2,835 this year. The only in­ 
creases were in rapes, from .22 
to 26, and robberies, from 128 
to 157. 
'The 4 per cent reduction is 
only the second time in 10 years 
that crime has dropped for a 
full half-year In Indianapolis. 


Court Disbars 
Danville Lawyer 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 
Indiana Supreme Court Tuesday 
disbarred Danville attorney J. 
Gordon Gibbs Sr., 
a former 
Hendricks 
County 
prosecutor 
and superior court judge, be­ 
cause he was convicted of fed­ 
eral income tax evasion for the 
years of 1962-64. 
The high court ordered the 
disbarment by a 4-1 vote and 
ruled that Gibbs could apply 
for readmission to the bar in 
one year. Chief Justice Norman 
F. Arterburn dissented, saying 
the decision was too severe. 
“We find that the respondent 
has violated minimum stand­ 
ards of conduct for the legal 
profession, and that such viola­ 
tion warrants disbarment,” said 
the court’s opinion, written by 
Justice Dixon, W. Prentice. 
Gibbs has repaid a portion of 
the taxes due, plus a $15,000 
fine.

One of the biggest problems 
seems to be how to keep from 
looking like a chronic roller 
skater 
(the 
fall-down 
type) 
while doing the weeding. When 
green thumbs go to work, black- 
and -blue knees are often the re­ 
sult. 
The garden is one place where 
I don’t object to short shorts, 
but this doesn’t spare the knees. 
A friend of mine came up with 
an idea which workd wonders 
for wardrobe of shorts, pants, 
her bruised knees and her gar­ 
den. She makes herself “ pants 
aprons,” which look very much 
like those padded pants worn

mitted to Congress an amend­ 
ment “that will expressly pro­ 
hibit the expenditure of any of 
those funds for busing.”

John N. Mitchell that the Jus­ 
tice Department will appeal the 
July 19 ruling by U.S. Dist.
